SPANISH REVENGE,” 
A TRUE NARRATIVE. 


Ic may be that the domestic life of Spain is, 
in the aggregate, as civilised and commonplace 
@s that of Great Britain; but certain it ts that 
incidents therein are not unfrequently brought 
to light which more resemble creations of the 
Radcliffe school of novelists, than the sober 
realities of the actual world.
